MON'OXGAHKLA. Pa., March 0,—A 


serious explosion occurred at th'e Co-ts- 
burg mine, one mill! from here today and 
it is feared n number of the men entom- 
ed are dead. Only two men escaped. 


Another explosion accurred shortly be- 


fore noon and two men were seriously 
burned. 
-Many other mon are reported 


-nioinlH'd ill the mine, which is burning 
furiously a-iid it is feared that ail arc 
;lcml. A rescuing party is trying to light 
its wn\- into ihe mint1 at this -writing, 
i::lO o'clock. 


I'rom what can l>e learned, John Hag- 


er, a machinist, went into the mine at 
1:0011 or shortly before it nnd placed his 
.ifetv lump in one of the room entrances. 
At least n score of i:ien were with him 
u-.nl ju«.t us linger put the lump in the 
opening a lemh'c explosion followed. All 
the men were knocked down by the force 
of tlic explosion and man of tUem rend- 
ered insensible, llsgcr was .stunned for 
a minute, but as soon as he regained 
consciousness, he crawled over the pros- 
trate forms of the men and succeeded in 
gelling lo lli« mouth. He was followed 
by Jaines Tumuli. Both m?n were hor- 
ribly burned about the face and immls. 


Despite the fact that linger wa«.o»f- 


frrtng intense pain he crawled buck -Into 
the mine anil tried to rouse the workmen 
who were piled on the floor bul without 
success. 
He then went back to the ope.n-

Pending discussion of the bill, ¥r- 


Fiye (Maine), in charge of the shipping 
bill, asked unanimous consent that a fin- 
al vote upon that bill and all amend- 
ments be. taken on Monday, March 1", 
at J p. in. Without" comment the sen- 
ate agreed to the request. 


Mr. Bacon, (Georgia), a, member of the 


judiciary committee, then discussed the 
-bill for'the protection of the president. 


It was, he thought, a very grave ques- 


tion, and he did not believe the measure 
ought to be passed without amendment. 


In view of the recent calamity .which 


had befallen the nation in the assassin- 
ation of President McKinlcy, tho subject 
of tne pending bill was a difficult one to 
discuss. He paid a tribute to McKinley 
saying that he was the "most amiable, 
courteous and most pleasant man 1 have 
ever met in his station," and from whom 
In: liad-alwnys received the kindest con- 
sideration. 


Mr. Bacon believed' that 'the postponed 


law 'was'unnecessary and did not provide 
a more certain piiniiihinent'for the assus- 
siii than was provided now in the state 
laws. The world, he' insimed, was not 
lar"e enough for the criminal to get oc- 
yond the reach of the law and there was 
no place in which he could hide and es- 
cape detection. 


He urged that the bill indicated there 


was not sufficient reliance upon the crim- 
inal laws of the scveraJ states. 


Mr. Depew. (New York), pointed out 


that in the state laws there was no dif- 
fercntation between tho assassination of 
the president of the United .States and 
of 'anv other person and an attempt at 
assassination was not 
punishable with 


death in any state as the pending bill 
provided. 


Mr. Platt, 
(Connecticut), .suggested, 


too, that some states had laws against 
cupRul punishment.' 


Mr. Bacon, continuing, sa,id the bill in- 


volved the right and the propriety of 
federal government to enforce 
a law 


within a state different, from any law 
on the statute books of the -state. 


So far as the anarchist was concerned 


the death penalty was not a. deterrent 
against the crime of assassination, aa 
the anarchists were willing ^to sacrifice 
their own lives, 


Mr. Hoar, (Massachusetts), interrupt- 


ed to say that the pending bill was prop- 
er because the assassination or attempt- 
ed assassination of tne president was an 
interruption of the government and it 
WHS'vitally important to the'government 
that such" interruption' should not oc- 


cur. 


Mr. Bacon urged that the bill at least

committed against the 
president, "be- 


cause of his -jfficial position or for the 
purpose of destroying'the government or 
impairing the execution of its constitu- 
tional powers." 


Mr. Bacon said the bill was practically

From Ten to Thirty Men Entombed 


in Burning Mine. 


Itfaclilniit and Companion Kiicap* and 


Summon Help But They Hare Been 


Unabl* to Enter Tit. 


MONONGAHELA, Pa,, March 6.—A 


serious explosion occurred at the Cats- 
burg mine, one mile from here today and 
it is feared a number of the men entom- 
ed are dead. Only two men escaped. 


Another explosion accurred shortly be- 


fore noon and two men were seriously 
burned. 'Many other men arc reported 
entombed in the mine, which is burning 
furiously and it is feared that all are 
dead. A rescuing party is trying to fight 
its way into the mine at this -writing, 
•2:30 o:clock. 


From what can be learned, John Hag- 


er, a machinist, went into the mine at 
noon or shortly before it and placed his 
safety lamp in one of the room entrances. 
At least a score of r.'.ien were with him 
and just as Ilager put the lump in t.ho 
opening a terrific explosf&n followed. All 
the men were knocked down by the force 
of the explosion and man of them rend- 
ered insensible. Hager was stunned for 
a minute-, but «s soon as lie regained 
consciousness, he crawled over the pros- 
trate forms of the men and succeeded in 
getting to the mouth. He was followed 
by James Turnan. Both men were hor- 
ribly burned about the face and hands. 


Despite the fact that Hager was,.suf- 


fering intense pain he crawled back into 
the mine and tried to rouse the workmen 
who were piled cm the floor hut without 
success. He then went back to the open- 
ing and was taken in charge by a physi- 
cina, 


The party was on its way to work 


when the accident occurred, but no per- 
son seems to know how many men were 
in the^ gang. Different 
reports 
have 


reached liere ainl some of them give the 
number as low as ten while others have 
them up to thirty. The pit opening id 
a mass of flame but the rescuing party 
is trying to battle against it and get in- 
to tin- imprisoned men. 


The Catslmrg mine lias had several ex- 


plosions recently. The first of these oc- 
i-urrcd last week and since then some 
smaller ones have occurred, but none of 
them resulted- ns.^scrjou^Jy^^iUiijI^ 
The mine had been boxed up "but was 
opened today' in hopes that the gas had 
all been pumped out and all the miners 
used safety lamps in going in. The gas 
was too much for the lamps, however, 
and it in feared that many of the men 
liavt- either been killed or will be burn- 
ed to death before, the rescuing party 
can reach them. The. greatest excite- 
ment, prevails here, as many of the min 
ITS arc well known in this 
place-

their conventions paid more respect to

abilities. Still 


the great trouble with the goverment of 
our municipalities is entirely too much 
committee government, too little real 
authority of the. mayor, as well as 
the 


council, and the everlasting interference 
of the slate with the cities. City gov- 
ernments to secure the best results, the 
best results for the enormous taxes paid 
uncomplainingly by the people, anil

of the people. People may say now this 
is the ca.se., since first franchises have to 
be granted, and this is true to a certain 
extent. But franchises arc granted often 
in perpetuity, and no control loft to the 
authorities, and even where such is re- 
tained through ordinances, courts will 
interfere to pronounce- the, dictum cor- 
porations possess rights superior to any 
control hy ordinance nnd 
that ordinan- 


ces or charters can not be changed when 
once granted, which is of course a dead- 
ly wrong upon the people. Again, legis-

have given eminent domain 


rights to corporal ions that,, as a fact, 
confiscate 
the property of the people.

The. Cubans must learn that no one 


man can equally satisfy all the people. 
They will elect presidents and congresses 
that cannot plea.sc all the factions, but 
if the disappointed factions are to go in- 
to insurrections every time, an end svill 
quickly come to Cuba, There will nev- 
er be but one insurrection on the island, 
and that one can speedily terminate but 
in one wuy. 


Cuba must liave a fair chance. We 


cannot do otherwise, for we are subject 
to the very old law that in rescuing from 
the threatened danger, we are, bound to 
place the rescued in a position at least 
of ability to get started on the. newer 
path of safety. It will be grossly unfair 
to hold any such annexation resolutions 
over these people as has been introduced 
by Congressman Newlands 
of Nevada. 


Rather give them Ihe assurance we will 
not interfere or sow dissensions among 
them. When the time- comes to annex 
Cuba, if it ever does, the necessity will 
be so self evident men of all political 
parties will unite in the movement. Jt 
wil! be up to Cuba through its own peo- 
ple to display such evidence they arc 
able to govern themselves that annexa- 
tion will bo but a dream.

Vanderbilt has appeared before Commis- 
sioner Oillscpie, df the department of 
taxes and assessments, and obtained a

WASHINGTON, JIarch C.—At the con- 


clusion of routine business in the senate 
today consideration was begun of the bill 
providing for the protection of the presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Pending discussion 
of.' 
the bill, Mr. 


Frye (Maine), in charge of the shipping 
bill, asked unanimous consent that a fin- 
al vote upon that bill and all amend- 
ments be taken on Monday, March 17, 
at 3 p. m. Without' comment the sen- 
ate agreed to the request. 


Mr. Bacon, (Georgia), a member of the 


judiciary committee, then discussed the 
bill for the protection of the president. 


It was, he thought, a very grave ques- 


tion, and he did not believe the measure 
ought to. be passed without amendment. 


In view of the recent calamity-which 


had befallen the nation in the assassin- 
ation of President McKinley, the subject 
of the pending bill was a difficult one to 
discuss. He paid a tribute to McKinley 
saying that he was the "most amiable, 
courteous and most pleasant man I have 
ever met in his station," and from whom 
he had-alwnys received the kindest con- 
sideration. 
. - • - . . 


Mr. Bacon believed that the postponed 


law "was"unnecessary'arid did not provide 
a rnor£ certain punishment'for the assas- 
sin than was provided now in the state 
laws. The world, he insisted, wns not 
large enough for the criminal to get be- 
yond the reach of the law and there was 
no place in which he could hide and es- 
cape detection. 


He Urged that the bill indicated there 


was not sufficient reliance upon the crim- 
inal laws of the several states. 


Mr. Depcw, (Xew York), pointed out 


that in the state laws there was no dif- 
ferentation between the assassination of 
the president of the United States and 
of "any other person and an attempt at 
assassination was not 
punishable with 


death in any state as the pending bill 
provided. 


Mr. Platt, 
(Connecticut), ^suggested, 


too, that some states had laws againat 
capftal punishment.' 


Mr. Bacon, continuing, said the bill in- 


volved the right and the propriety of 
federal government to enforce a law 
within a state different from any law 
on the statute books of the state. 


So far as the anarchist was concerned, 


the death penalty was not a deterrent 
against the crime of assassination, as 
the anarchists were willing to sacrifice 
their own lives. 


Mr. Hoar, (Massachusetts), interrupt 


cd to say that the pending bill waa prop 
er because the assassination or attempt- 
ed assassination of tne president was an 
interruption of the government and it 
was vitally important to the government 
that such' interruption' shouiid not oc- 
cur. 
...... 


Mr. Bacon urged that the bill at least 


ought lo be amended in accordance with 
his proposition already offered so that 
it should be shown that the crime was 
committed against the president, "be 
cause of his official position or for the 
purpose of destroying the government or 
impairing the execution of its constitu- 
tional powers;' 


Mr. Bacon said the bill wo« practicallj1 


an enlargement of the law of treason and 
proposed to make the reason of some- 
thing that under the constitution wns 
not treason. 


Mr. Patterson 
(Colorado), suggested 


that a most 
embarrassing 
situation 


would have arisen had the assassination 
of President McKinley for instance, oc- 
curred in the state of Iowa, where capi- 
tal punishmeunt is not permissible. It 
would have resulted ,he believed, in the 
state being disgraced by mob law, as no 
American community, he thought, Avoulc 
have, been satisfied with mere imprison 
nient for the assassination of President 
McKinley: He agreed with 
the main 


purposes of the bill. 


At 2:15 the senate took up the ship 


subsidy bill and Mr. Clay, (Georgia) con- 
tinued his speech begun yesterday. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Clay's speech 


Mr. Hanmi, a member of the commerce 
committee and one of the framers of the 
penning measure, addressed the senate 
in support of the bill, and in answer to 
the speech of Mr. Clay.
